1 If a cushion is placed on the seat, the sensor may not detect a passenger, and the 
warning light may not operate properly. 

n When the tire pressure warning light comes on 

Check the tire inflation pressure and adjust to the appropriate level. Pushing the tire 
pressure warning reset switch does not turn off the tire pressure warning light. 

n The tire pressure warning light may turn on due to natural causes 

The tire pressure warning light may turn on due to natural causes such as natural air 
leaks or tire inflation pressure changes caused by temperature. In this case, adjust¬ 
ing the tire inflation pressure will turn off the warning light (after a few minutes). 

n When a tire is replaced with a spare tire 

The spare tire is also equipped with the tire pressure warning valve and transmitter. 
The tire pressure warning light will turn on if the tire inflation pressure of the spare 
tire is low. If a tire goes flat, even though the flat tire is replaced with the spare tire, 
the tire pressure warning light does not turn off. Replace the spare tire with the 
repaired tire and adjust the proper tire inflation pressure. The tire pressure warning 
light will turn off after a few minutes.

1 If the ID code on the tire pressure warning valves and transmitters is not regis¬ 
tered in the tire pressure warning computer. 

1 If the tire inflation pressure is 73 psi (500 kPa, 5.1 kgf/cm^ or bar) or higher. 

The tire pressure warning system may be disabled in the following conditions: 
(When the condition becomes normal, the system will work properly.) 

1 If electronic devices or facilities using similar radio wave frequencies are nearby. 

1 If a radio set at similar frequencies is in use in the vehicle. 

1 If a window tint that affects the radio wave signals is installed. 

1 If there is a lot of snow or ice on the vehicle, in particular around the wheels or 
wheel housings. 

1 If non-genuine Lexus wheels are used. (Even if you use Lexus wheels, the tire 
pressure warning system may not work properly with some types of tires.) 

1 If tire chains are used. 

1 If the spare tire is in a location subject to poor radio wave signal reception. 

1 If a large metallic object which can interfere with signal reception is put in the 
trunk.

n If the tire pressure warning light comes on 

Be sure to observe the following precautions. Failure to do so could cause loss of 

vehicle control and result in death or serious injury. 

1 Stop your vehicle in a safe place as soon as possible. Adjust the tire inflation pres¬ 
sure immediately. 

1 If the tire pressure warning light comes on even after tire inflation pressure adjust¬ 
ment, it is probable that you have a flat tire. Check the tires. If the tire is flat, 
change to the spare tire and have the flat tire repaired by the nearest Lexus 
dealer. 

1 Avoid abrupt maneuvering and braking. If the vehicle tires deteriorate, you could 
lose control of the steering wheel or the brakes.

n Maintenance of the tires 

Each tire, including the spare (if provided), should be checked monthly when cold 
and inflated to the inflation pressure recommended by the vehicle manufacturer on 
the vehicle placard or tire inflation pressure label (tire and load information label). 
(If your vehicle has tires of a different size than the size indicated on the vehicle 
placard or tire inflation pressure label [tire and load information label], you should 
determine the proper tire inflation pressure for those tires.) 

As an added safety feature, your vehicle has been equipped with a tire pressure 
monitoring system (TPMS-tire pressure warning system) that illuminates a low tire 
pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light) when one or more of your tires is sig¬ 
nificantly under-inflated. Accordingly, when the low tire pressure telltale (tire pres¬ 
sure warning light) illuminates, you should stop and check your tires as soon as 
possible, and inflate them to the proper pressure. Driving on a significantly under- 
inflated tire causes the tire to overheat and can lead to tire failure. Under-inflation 
also reduces fuel efficiency and tire tread life, and may affect the vehicle's handling 
and stopping ability. 

Please note that the TPMS (tire pressure warning system) is not a substitute for 
proper tire maintenance, and it is the driver's responsibility to maintain correct tire 
pressure, even if under-inflation has not reached the level to trigger illumination of 
the TPMS low tire pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light). 

丫 our vehicle has also been equipped with a TPMS (tire pressure warning system) 
malfunction indicator to indicate when the system is not operating properly. The 
TPMS (tire pressure warning system) malfunction indicator is combined with the 
low tire pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light). When the system detects a 
malfunction, the telltale will flash for approximately one minute and then remain 
continuously illuminated. This sequence will continue upon subsequent vehicle 
start-ups as long as the malfunction exists. When the malfunction indicator is illumi¬ 
nated, the system may not be able to detect or signal low tire pressure as intended. 

TPMS (tire pressure warning system) malfunctions may occur for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, including the installation of replacement or alternate tires or wheels on the 
vehicle that prevent the TPMS (tire pressure warning system) from functioning 
properly. Always check the TPMS (tire pressure warninq system) malfunction tell¬ 
tale after replacing one or more tires or wheels on your vehicle to ensure that the 
replacement or alternate tires and wheels allow the TPMS (tire pressure warning 
system) to continue to function properly.

n Replacing a flat tire 

Observe the following precautions to reduce the risk of death or serious injury: 

1 Never use oil or grease on the wheel bolts or wheel nuts. 

Oil and grease may cause the wheel nuts to be excessively tightened, leading to 
bolt or disc wheel damage. In addition, the oil or grease can cause the wheel nuts 
to loosen and the wheel may fall off, causing a serious accident. Remove any oil or 
grease from the wheel bolts or wheel nuts. 

1 Have the wheel nuts tightened with a torque wrench to 103.3 fHbf (14 〇 N'm, 
14.3 kgf'm) as soon as possible after changing wheels.

If a liquid sealant is used, contact your Lexus 
dealer or other qualified service shop as soon as possible. Make sure to replace the 
tire pressure warning valve and transmitter when replacing the tire. (^P. 665)

If the engine will not start 


If the engine will not start even though correct starting procedures are 
being followed (^P. 163), consider each of the following points. 

n The engine will not start, even when the starter motor operates 
normally. 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem: 

1 There may not be sufficient fuel in the vehicle’s tank. 

Refuel the vehicle. 

1 The engine may be flooded. 

Try to restart the engine once more following correct starting 
procedures. (^P. 163) 

1 There may be a malfunction in the engine immobilizer system.

n The starter motor turns over slowly, the interior lights and head¬ 
lights are dim, or the horn does not sound or sounds at a low vol¬ 
ume. 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem: 

1 The battery may be discharged. (^P. 742) 

1 The battery terminal connections may be loose or corroded. 

n The starter motor does not turn over. 

The following may be the cause of the problem: 

1 The engine starting system may be malfunctioning due to an elec¬ 
trical problem such as an open circuit or a blown fuse. However, 
an interim measure is available to start the engine. (~^P. /o5) 
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n The starter motor does not turn over, the interior lights and head¬ 
lights do not turn on, or the horn does not sound. 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem: 

1 One or both of the battery terminals may be disconnected. 

1 The battery may be discharged. い P. 742) 

1 There may be a malfunction in the steering lock system. 

Contact your Lexus dealer if the problem cannot be repaired, or if 
repair procedures are unknown.

A CAUTION 

n Avoiding battery fires or explosions 

Observe the following precautions to prevent accidentally igniting the flammable 

gas that may be emitted from the battery: 

1 Make sure the jumper cable is connected to the correct terminal and that it is not 
unintentionally in contact with any part other than the intended terminal. 

1 Do not allow the jumper cables to come into contact with the "+" and - termi¬ 
nals. 

1 Do not allow open flame or use matches, cigarette lighters or smoke near the 
battery. 

n Battery precautions 

The battery contains poisonous and corrosive acidic electrolyte, while related parts 

contain lead and lead compounds. Observe the following precautions when han¬ 
dling the battery: 

1 When working with the battery, always wear safety glasses and take care not to 
allow any battery fluids (acid) to come into contact with skin, clothing or the vehi¬ 
cle body. 

1 Do not lean over the battery. 

1 In the event that battery fluid comes into contact with the skin or eyes, immedi¬ 
ately wash the affected area with water and seek medical attention. 

Place a wet sponge or cloth over the affected area until medical attention can be 
received. 

1 Always wash your hands after handling the battery support, terminals, and other 
battery-related parts. 

1 Do not allow children near the battery.

A CAUTION 

n To prevent an accident or injury when inspecting under the hood of your vehicle 

1 If steam is seen conning from under the hood, do not open the hood until the 
steam has subsided. The engine compartment may be very hot, causing serious 
injury such as burns. 

1 Keep hands and clothing away from the fan and other belts while the engine is 
running. 

1 Do not loosen the coolant reservoir cap while the engine and radiator are hot. 
Serious injury, such as burns, may result from hot coolant and steam released 
under pressure. 


△ NOTICE 

n When adding engine coolant 

Wait until the engine has cooled down before adding engine coolant. 

When adding coolant, do so slowly. Adding cool coolant to a hot engine too quickly 
can cause damage to the engine.

If you choose to rock the vehicle back and forth to free it, make sure the surround¬ 
ing area is clear to avoid striking other vehicles, objects or persons. The vehicle may 
also lunge forward or lunge back suddenly as it becomes free. Use extreme cau¬ 
tion. 

n When shifting the shift lever 

Be careful not to shift the shift lever with the accelerator pedal depressed. 

This may lead to unexpected rapid acceleration of the vehicle that may cause an 
accident and result in death or serious injury.

n To avoid damaging the transmission and other components 

1 Avoid spinning the wheels and do not rev the engine.

Only in an emergency, such as if it becomes impossible to stop the vehicle 
in the normal way, stop the vehicle using the following procedure:

Do not pump the brake pedal repeatedly as this will increase the 
effort required to slow the vehicle.

n If the engine has to be turned off while driving 

Power assist for the brakes and steering wheel will be lost, making the brake pedal 
harder to depress and the steering wheel heavier to turn. Decelerate as much as 
possible before turning off the engine. 
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
